; Net About Lens, 
CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS, IN 


FRANCE, Aug. 6, by the Canadian 
Press, limited.)—Another forward move- 


‘ment to the southwest of Lens has 


been made with a minimum loss. 

For the best part of two weeks in the 
Cite du Moulin our patrols and those of 
the enemy have been living an uneasy 
life almost side by side, with only a few 
tumble-down walls between them. Sat- 
urday afternoon small attacking parties 
set out from that part of the Cite du 
Moulin, already in our hands, and drove 
in the enemy’s patrols along a front of 
over a thousand yards. The Germans 
for the most part scuttled back toward 
Lens, but a number were caught under 
our fire and killed. A new outpost line 
was established and prepared for a 
counter attack. 


This advance carries the Canadian 
well within a thousand yards of the 
center of Lens on the western front of 
the city. At Avion and Leauville, on 
the south front, our outposts are now 
about a mile from the center and in the 
Laurent our 
line is a scant 1500 yards from the heart 
of Lens. The net is fast closing. 

A remarkable story is told concerning 
the bravery of one of our artillery obser- 
vation officers.

New Cabinet Virtually Complete 
With Constitutional Demo- 
crats Participating. 


CONFERENCE IS CRUCIAL 


Muscovite Leaders Agree Fate of 
New Republic Is Hanging 
in the Balance.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 6.—Kerensky’s 
Cabinet is virtually complete. The con- 
stitutional democrats have agreed to 
participate and the list of members who 
will form the new ministry has been 
agreed on, but as regards several port- 
folios, the choice is not definite as the 
holders are absent from Petrograd. 

Following are the names of the new 
Ministers: 

Premier and Minister of War and Ma- 
rine, Alexander F. Kerensky; Vice Pre- 
mier and Minister of Finance, N. V. 
Nekrasoff; Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. I. Terestchenko; Minister of the In- 
terior, M. Aksentieff (Social Revolution- 
ary, lately released from penitentiary); 
Minister of Public Instruction, M. Ol- 
denburg (Constitutional Democrat and 
member of the Academy of Science); 
Minister of Labor, M. Skobeleff; Min- 
ister of Trade and Industry, M. Prokop- 
ovitch; Minister of Social Tutelage, M. 
Astroff (Mayor of Moscow, Constitu- 
tional Democrat); Minister of Supplies, 
M. Pieschehonoff; Minister of Justice, 
M. Yefremoff; Procurator of the Holy 
Synod, M. Kartasheff: Minister of Com- 
munications, M. Takhtamisheff: Minis- 
ter of Posts and Telegraphs, M. Niki- 
tine (Social Democrat); State Comptrol- 
ler, F. A. Golovine (Constitutional Dem- 
ocrat); Minister of Agriculture, M. 
Tchernoff (Socialist); Assistant Minis- 
ter of War, M. Savinkoff.

Confidence Is Voted, 

By a vote of 147 to 46 a joint meeting 
of the executives of the Workmen’s and 
Soldiers’ and Peasants’ Councils con- 
firmed the decision of the all-night po- 
litical conference of continued confi- 
dence in Premier Kerensky. The Max- 
imalists strongly protested and 42 of the 
members of this party abstained from 
voting. The Duma comniittee also has 
confirmed the vote of confidence in the 
Premier. 

Kerensky has issued a manifesto in 
which he declares he considers it im- 
possible when the country is threat- 
ened with defeat without and disinte- 
gration within to refuse the heavy task 
again intrusted to him, which he re- 
gards as an express order from the 
country to construct a strong revolu- 
tionary government to carry out the 
principles already laid down. 


“At the same time,” said the mani- 
festo, “I consider it inevitable to intro- 
duce changes in the order and distribu- 
tion of Government work without al- 
lowing myself to be influenced by the 
thought that these changes will in- 
crease my responsibility ‘n the supreme 
direction of the affairs of state.”’ 

The all-night political conference at 
the Winter Palace which ended Satur- 
day morning with passage of a resolu- 
tion of confidence in Premier Kerensky 
by each of the five parties represented 
and in which he was invited to form his 
own Cabinet, was conducted in strict 
order, but with intense emotion. All 
participants obviously were convinced 
the decision which was to be reached 
meant Russia’s regeneration or her ruin. 
In conversation, with the Associated 
Press correspondent, who was permit- 
ted to be present, the Ministers declared 
the conference the most momentous 
event in the history of the empire since 
the Polish war when the election of the 
first Romanoff by a similar conference 
of notables at Moscow saved the coun- 
try from dissolution. 


Kerensky In Praised. 

The debate resolved itself into a-series 
of panegyrics of the absent Kerensky, 
who was acclaimed the only man in- 
vested with the qualities necessary to 
restore order while preserving liberty. 
Foreign Minister Terestchenko declared 
peace was inconceivable, that Russia 
would prepare to fight throughout the 
winter and that Premier Kerensky alone 
possessed confidence of the nation. 
Vice Premier Nekrasoff announced de- 
mands had been made by Gen. Korniloff 
for assurances from Petrograd he would 
have drastic powers, without which he 
would not take over the chief command 
of the Russian armies. : 

A counter revolution, said M. Neka- 
soff, is growing day by day. and the 
restoration of a strong Government 
must be immediate.

This most interesting document in the first place clears up one issue neve 
really obscure in the eyes of the world—the deliberate violation of the new 
trality of Belgium, whose territory ‘‘had to be violated by Germany on strate 
gical grounds.’’ The very weak excuse is added that ‘‘news’’ hac ‘‘ been re 
ceived that France was already preparing to enter Belgium’ ’—not even a pre 
tense that there had ever been any actual violation of Belgium’s frontic: 
by the French prior to the German invasion of that unfortunate country. 

Of course, the second excuse, that the King of the Belgians had refus « 
free passage to the Emperor’s troops under guarantee of his country’s free 
dom, is even weaker than the first. It would, indeed, inaugurate a new eri 
in the intercourse of nations if a small nation could only preserve its freedoi: 
by at all times on request granting free passage to the troops of a powerfu: 
neighbor on the march to attack an adjoining country. 


How Germany Broke With France. 

When, on the evening of Aug. 3, 1914, Von Schoen, the German Ambas- 
sador in Paris, presented to the French Government the German declaratic . 
of war, that document stated that ‘‘The German civil and military author: 
ties have reported a certain number of definite acts-ef hostility comniitted o: 
German territory by French military aviators. Several of these have clear), 
violated the neutrality of Belgium in flying over the territory of this coun 
try. One of them tried to destroy structures near Wesel; others have bee 
seen in the tegion of Eiffel; another has thrown bombs on the railway nea) 
Karlsruhe and Nurnberg. 

‘¢J am charged, and have the honor to make known to your Excellency 
that in the presence of these aggressions the German empire considers itself i: 
state of war with France by the act of this latter Power.’’ But,when th: 
German Emperor, on Aug. 10, wrote his personal explanation for Preside.i: 
Wilson he made no mention of this alleged violation of the neutrality of Be! 
gium by the French, but wrote that that neutrality ‘‘had’’ to be violated b: 
the Germans ‘‘on strategical grounds.’’ 

And, aside from the violation of Belgian neutrality, what would ha. 
become of England and of the world if the Prussian autocracy had been le’. 
fr€e to defeat—one’ by one—the nations of the earth? First would come th. 
defeat of Russia and Servia by Austria and Germany and the incorporation » 
a large part of Russia in the German empire. German influence would b. 
predominant in Russia and all the vast resources of that great empire at th: 
command of Germany. All the fleets in the world could uselessly blockad: 
the German coasts if Germany possesse:! the limitless riches of the émpire o! 
the Romanoffs.

It was the entry of England in the war, in defense of the rights of small 


nations, in defense of the guaranteed neutrality of Belgium, which saved the 
world from the harsh dominion of the conquest-hungry Prussians and, there- 


fore, saved as well the two Americas and their 
dent Monroe.

The document, which is dated Aug. 10, 1914, supersedes the statement 


made by the German Chancellor. von Bethmann-Hollweg in his-speech before 


the 


Reichstag on. Aug. 4, 1914, in which he gave the then official account of 


the entrance into the war of the Central Empires. Because the text of Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech and the imperial letter to President Wilson will 
be studied and compared by all future historians of the war, I give below the 
chief part of the Chancellor’s version of the facts that accompanied the 


German declaraticn of war. 


It will be noted that Von Bethmann-Hollweg 


insisted that France began the war. in the sentence reading: ‘‘There were 
bomb-throwing fliers, cavalry patrols, invading companies in the Reichsland, 
Alsace-Lorraine, Thereby France, although the condition of war had no:

t Wilson six days later. Von Bethmann-Hollweg’s account is as follows:

What the Chancellor Told the Reichstag. 


Gentlemen, a series of documents, composed in the _rush of 
events, is in your hands. Allow me to place before you the facts which 
characterize our attitude. : 

“From the very beginning of the Austrian conflict we strove and 
worked toward the end that this trouble remain confined to Austria- 
Hungary and Serbia. All Cabinets, especially that of England, take the 
Same?stand; only Russia declares that she must have a word jn the 
decision of this confliet. Therewith the danger of Eurovean ertangle- 
ments arises: As soon as the first authentic reports of ge military prep- 
arations in Russia reached us we declared in a friendly but emphatic 
manner in St. Petersburg that war measures and military preparations 
would force us also to prepare, and that mobilization is closely akin 
to War, . 

“Russia asserts in what is an apparently friendy manner that she 
is not mobilizing against us. In the meantime England tries to médiate 
between Vienna and St. Petersburg, in which she is warmly supported 
by us. On July 28 the Kaiser telegraphed the Czar, asking him to 
Consider that Austria-Hungary has the right and that !t is her duty to 
defend herself against Servian intrigues, which threaten to undermine 
her existence, The Kaiser called the attention of. the Czar to their 
common monarchical interests with regard to the Serajevo outrage, and 
asked him personally to support him in order to establish harmony be- 
tween Vienna and St. Petersburg. ms 

“At about the same hour in which this telegram was sent the Czar 
asked the Kaiser for his support and requested him to advise Vienna 
to be moderate in its demands. 
Hardly had he begun his activity when Russia mobilized its entire 
fighting force against Austria-Hungary. Austria-Hungary, however, had 
mobilized only those army corps which were directed against Servia; 
in the north there were only two army corps and these far from the 
Russian border. 


‘In Vienna, the Decision Was to Be Made.” 


“The Kaiser immediately called the attention of the Czar to the 
fact that this mobilization of his forces against Austria-Hungary made 
his position as mediator difficult or absolutely impossible. In spite of 
this we continued our mediatorial activities in Venna, going to the 
utmost limits of consistency with the terms of our federal treaty. Dur- 
ing this time Russia again spontaneously assured us that her military 
preparations were not directed aguinst us. 

“The thirty-first of July arrived. In Vienna the decision was to be 
made. In the meantime we had succeeded with our negotiations in reach- 
ing a point where Vienna respmed intercourse with St. Petersburg, 
which for some reason had been discontinued: but before the final de- 
cision was reached in Vienna the news arrived that Russia had mobilized 
.ts entire fighting force, which meant also against us. 

“The Russian Government, which from repeated admonitions knew 
what mobilizing on our borders meant, did not notify us of this mobiliza- 
tion and gave us absolutely no explanation. Not until the afternoon 
of July 31 did the Kaiser receive a message from the Czar in which he 
assured him that the attitude of his army was not hostile toward us. 

“However, the mobilization against us on the Russian border was 
While we. at the re- 
quest of Russia, were mediating in Vienna, the Russian army appeared 
on our long, almost entirely open border. France, although not yet 
mobilizing, was making preparations for war. And we, up to this point, 
had intentionally not then called a single soldier of the reserve for the 
sake of European peace. , 


utting the Match to World’s Funeral Pyre. 


“Should we continue to wait with patience until the Powers by which 
we are surrounded chose the moment for attack? To expose Germany to 
this danger would have been criminal! Therefore, on July 31, we de- 
manded that Russia demobilize, this being the only measure which 
could save the peace of Europe. The Imperial Ambassador received, fur- 
thermore, the order to declare to the Russian Government that in case 
they did not comply with our demands they should consider that a state 
of war exists. 

“The Imperial Ambassador performed this mission. Up till the 
present we have not learned Russia’s answer to this demand. Tele- 
graphic reports concerning it have not yet reached us, although the wire 
still transmits less important messages. Therefore, on August 1, at 5 
o'clock, when the appointed period of grace was long past, the Kaiser 
considered it necessary to mobilize. : 


“At the same time we had to make sure of the position France . 


would take. To our direct question whether in case of a German- 
Russia war she would remain neutral, France answered that she would 
do what she had to do in her own interests. That was an evasive if 
not a negative answer to our question. 

“In spite of this the Kaiser gave the order that the French border 
should be respected. The command was strictly enforced, with a single ex- 
ception. France, which mobilized simultaneously with us, declared that 
she would respect a zone of ten kilometers from the border. And 
what happened in reality? There were bomb-throwing flyers, cavalry 
patrols, invading companies in the Riechsland, Alsace-Lorraine. There« 
by France, although the condition of war had not yet been declared, 
had attacked our territory. 

“Concerning the French complaints in regard to violations of the 
border, I have received from the Chief of the General Staff the follow- 
ing report: Only one offense has been committed. Contrary to an em- 
phatic order a patrol of the Fourteenth Army Corps, led by an officer, 
crossed: the border on August 2. They apparently were killed. Only one 
man returned. However, long before the crossing of the border French 
flyers were dropping bombs in southern Germany, and at Schluchtpass 
the French troops had attacked our border troops. 


Famous Admission of Violation of Belgium. 


‘tntil the present our troops have confined their activity to the 
protection of our borders. They are now on the defense, and necessity 
recognizes no law. 


4 “Our troops have occupied Luxemburg, and perhaps have also found ' 


it necessary to enter Belgian territory. This is contrary to international 
law. The French Government has declared in Brussels they will respect 
the neutrality of Belgium as long as she respects the opponent. We 
knew, however, that France was ready to invade Belgium. France 
coula wait; we, however, could not, because French invasion in our 
lower Rhine flank would have proved fatal. 

“Sq we were forced to disregard the protests of the Luxemburg and 
Belgian Governments. We shall try to make good the injustice we have 
committed as soon as our military goal has been reached. Who like we 
are fighting for the highest must only consider how victory can be 


gained.

Von Jagow Says He Had Ultima- 
tum Long Before It Was 
| Presented. 


KNEW IT MEANT WAR 
Inside Information Revealed by

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 6.—Further 
evidence that Germany had ‘a hand in 
preparing the Austro-Hungarian ult!- 
matum to Servia, which brought on the 
great war, is published in the Public 
Ledger. It is furnished by William C. 
Bullitt, formerly correspondent of that 
paper in Berlin. 

He relates that in September, 1916 
when it appeared that the United States 
might mediate between the wafing 
nations, he sought interviews with 
Count TisZa, then Premier of Hungary, 
and Herr von Jagow, Germany’s For- 
eign Minister, to learn what peace terms 
the central. Powers would offer for the 
information of the State Department. 

He made records of the interviews im- 
mediately and sent them by a secret 
route to Washington. 

The State Department, he asserts, neal 
used some of this information as the 
basis for the statement that Germany 
had- Austria-Hungary’s note to Servia 
14 hours in advance of its presentation 
in Belgrade, but that an error was made 
by correspondents. in attributing the rev- 
elation to Herr Zimmermgn. 

Details Talk With Tisza. 
| “My conversation, with Count Tisza,”’ 
he says, “took place Sept. 3 in the pal- 
ace of the Hungarian Minister Presi- 
dent. Count Eisza was deeply depressed 
by Rumania’s declaration of war. I 
questioned him at length. He replied 
briefly but frankby to all my questions. 

“*When you wrote the note to Servia 
you expected to have war with Servia, 
didn't you?’ I asked. ,‘You knew that 
Servia would not accept your demands.’ 

‘I Knew that Servia would have to 
accept them unless. Russia supported 
her,’ Count Tisza replied. ‘I hoped that 
Russia would see the justice of our 
case and would fofce Servia to submit 
to our demands. I tedlized that if Rus- 
sia urged Servia to refuse our demands 
she would refuse them and that Ger- 
many and ourselves would have war 
with Russia and France. I believed 
that England would not enter the war. 
I was soon undeceived.’ 

‘Of, course, it goes without saying 
that you had talked over your note to 
Servia with the German Foreign Office 
and that they knew the contents before 
it was sent?’ I then asked. 

“Count Tisza answered: ‘I do noi 
care to answer that question directly. 
But you can draw your own conclu- 
-sion. If a person has a very close and 
strong friend, and if he is about to take 
a step of the most terrible gravity, does 
he or does he not discuss the whole 
matter with his friend and finally tell 
his friend what he has decided to do”’ 

“Thereupon Count Tisza smiled, lifted 
his shoulders and turned out his palms.

This civic ideal is supplanted in the 
army by another ideal entirely. Effi- 
ciency as a war instrument is the thing 
aimed at. A soldier is a good soldier or 
la bad soldier, according to the way he 
keeps himself efficient to strike a blow 
for his country’s integrity. 

Therefore the watchword of the army 
is “‘discipline,’’ just as’ the watchword 
of the citizen is justice. No soldier goes 
it alone in. the army. He is a member 
of a squad, which acts as a unit. And 
the squad is an integral segment of a 
platoon which in its turn must act as 
a unit. Just as the company, the bat- 
talion, the regiment, the brigade, the 
army division, the corps, the army, as 
a whole, must each in, its turn act as 
a co-ordinated part of a larger whole. 

Duty to Watch eNighbor. 

The new soldiers’ first duty under 
arms is to find out whose elbow his arm 
rubs against as his squad stands af 
| attention. 

There will be many -situations when 
the most important thing the soldier 
can do is to follow the man next to him 
or step with him. And Ahe soldier will 
never gain so high a rank that this 
rule will cease to hold good. 

The new soldier becomes a ‘‘squad” 
member. As a squad member he 
will receive‘ his orders governing the 
behavior of the squad as a whole. AS 
a member of the squad he will be 
schooled and trained in the art of war. 

To the new soldier the Corporal will 
become just what.the Brigadier-General 
is to the Colonel, or the —— 
to the Brigadier 

The new soldier finds in his cui “a 
“instruction” unit. Later he finds 
there are larger units, each organi 
for some special purpose. He will find 
that the battalion, composed of a num- 
ber of companies under a Major, is the 
“eombat unit.” He will find that the 
platoon, composed of a number of 
squads, is the “firing unit.” 

The battalion is called the “combat 
unit’? because the initial placihg of the 
fighting men of an army in their prop#r 
stations ‘on the battle line, is done by 
batialions under the direct orders of the 
battalion commanders, normally the Ma- 
jors. The platoon is the ‘firing unit,” 
because a platoon is the largest unit 
which can be controlled on the firing 
‘line by the personal efforts of its com- 
mander.

they are grouped into squads. 
grouping may be temporary es for 
the purpose of the primary instruction, 
or it may be the permanent squud 
formation of the company, Under this 
last grouping the recruit would be as- 
signed to the squad with which he is 
expected to live and work and 
fight as long as he _ remains 
private in the company. His 
struction would be given him by 

»wn squad Cerporal. This Corpora! 
would have every inducement to see 
that each recruit was properly instruct- 
ed and that the instruction had taken.”’ 
The Corporal will be held responsib!e 
for the mistakes of: his squad, 

The men in the squad are arranged 
according to height, the tallest man on 
the right. They are formed in two 
ranks, the Corporal taking his place as 
number four, the left man of the ~~ 
rank. After the squad has been 
structed—‘‘shaken down’’—the best men 
are placed in the front rank. Any re- 
cruit who finds himself placed in the 
front rank must not think that he is 
serving under civil service rules, and 
that he has a position which is good for 
life. He will hold his front rank just 
as long as he is better than all the men 
in the rear rank and no longer. 

After the squad has been once formed, 
the men will take the same places a)- 
Ways at the command “Fall in.”’ They 
are taught to dress, the command being 
“Right dress’’-or ‘‘Left dress.’’ This is 
for the purpose of correcting the align- 
ment of both ranks, the four-inch in- 
tervals between men in the same ranks 
and the distance of 40 inches between 
the front and rear ranks. The four- 
inch interval and the 40-inch distance 
are figures which each man must fix in 
his mind. ‘Interval’ always means 
space in width and “distance” always: 
means space in depth. 

How the Men March. 

When the squad is put in march, the 
alignment is preserved or corrected by 
checking up the distance and interval 
toward the flank indicated by the com- 
mand for the “‘guide.” “Guide right’ 
means that all the men in the squad 
take their positions from the right flank 
man of the front rank. ‘Guide left’’ is, 
of course, taken from the left man, 
ordinarily the Corporal. The close order 
formation of the squad, that is, the 
formation in double rank with the nor- 
mal distance and intervals, as explained 
above, can be changed to give more 
room for each man to move or maneu- 
ver, by taking intervals or distances. 

In taking distance the command being 
‘Take distance, march,’ ’the right flank 
man in the front rank marches straight 
to the front. When he has taken four 
paces, he is followed by the next man 
on his left. Other men in the front 
rank follow in succession at four paces 
and then the rear rank. 

When the command is given, ‘Take 
distance to the right (or to the left), 
march,”’ the rear rank men step back 
four steps and halt. Remember that a 
step is but half a pace, 15 inches. This 
is done at the preparatory command. At 
the command of execution all men face 
to the right. The first man in each col- 
umn steps off, and after he has taken 
four paces, the next man behind him 
follows. When all have gained the four 
pace distance, the instructor halts the 
squad, when the men face the front. 

These two formations are for the pur- 
pose of separating the men so that they 
may have sufficient room for some 
special form of exercise or instruction 
This is done for the bayonet exercise 
and for pitching shelter tents, intervals 
are taken. 
Two Movements Intricate. 

There are two movements which are 
apt to give the recruit trouble. These 
are the movements on the ‘fixed pivot’ 
and “the moving’ pivot. The word 
“pivot” in this connection means the 
movement of the front rank men on tire 
flank indicated by the command. The 
two commands for the ‘‘fixed’’ and 
*“moving”’ pivot, respectively, are, 
“Squad right (or left), march,” and 
“Right (or left), turn, march.” 


In the first case, the pivot man the 
right flank men of the front rank, faces 
to the right in marching and marks 
time. In the second case, the pivot ronan 
faces to the right in marching and takes 
the half step. The best man in the 
squad, next in axcellence to the Cor- 
poral, should be placed as No. 1 of the 
front rank. He cannot hold the place 
if he mixes up his pivot work. He must 
remember when he should mark time 
and when he should take the half step. 
The entire squad governs its movements 
on him at these commands, and if he 
fails, all go wrong. 

The correct execution of the command, 
“Squad right (or left), march,” seems 
to be the most difficult movement in 
the entire drill regulations. Scarcely an 
organization, either in the regular serv- 
ice or in the national guard, seems to 
pay any attention to the manner pre- 
scribed for its proper execution. 

If the men of the new national army, 
not bound by any habits or traditions 
of how this movement was executed 
during the times of the Civil War or 
the War of 1812, can start in and learn 
to do this one movement exactly as pre- 
soribed in the drill regulations, they 
will receive one large credit mark at 
military 
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The front rank men always execute 
their part correctly. The pivot man 
faces to the right in marching and 
marks time. The other front rank men 
oblique to the right, place themselves 
abreast of the first man and mark time. 

How Movement Is Accomplished. 

The rear rank men furnish the trouble. 
They usually try to move around in 
such @ way as to keep the proper dis- 
tance in rear of their ffont rabk men. 
To do this requires a complicated side

there. The Emperor received reports 


from tne Chancellorvand the Chief of the 


General Staff. 
An informal reception was held in the 


Reichstag Building Saturday, the anni- 
versary of the sitting of Aug. 4, 1914, 
when Emperor William opened the Im- 
perial Parliament and informed the 
members of the declaration of war by 
Great Britain and France on Germany. 

The President of the Reichstag, Dr. 
Johannes Kaempff, reviewed Germany’s 
war efforts. He said Germany would 
fight until she obtained a peace guaran- 
teeing the security of the empire. Lieu- 
tenant-General Baron von Freytag-Lor- 
inghoven, Chief of the Supplementary 
Genefal Staff, explained the military 
situation on land and sea, and promi- 
nent representatives of the world’s cam- 
merce and’ industry also addressed the 
House. 

The Imperial Chancellor, 
aelis, said in part: 

“We all know what we want. We will 
hand our patrimony intact to the future 
generations. We will guarantee our chil- 
dren and grandchildren against the mis- 
fortune of a war like this. We will pre- 
serve our country by a strong and wise 
peace, in order that the German race 
may retain sure ground for its healthy 
and vigorous development. 

“The gentlemen who preceded me 
showed that our strength is not para- 
lyzed; that our will is as strong as it 
was in 1914. The heaviest sacrifices de- 
serve the highest reward. Let us swear 
fidelity to the Emperor and and the Em- 
pire. Long live the Fatherland, the Em- 
peror and the Empire.’”’ 

The entire assembly arose and cheered 
enthusiastically while the band played 
the national anthem. At the conclusion 
of the proceedings a telegram was dis- 
patched to Emperor William expressing 
hope for an honorable peace.

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OUTSTRIPPING THE U-BOAT. 
whe action of the American Government in 
taking over 1,250,000 tons of merchant shipping 
being built for private accounts in this country 
calls attention to the tremendous efforts of the 
entire civilized world to nullify the German sub- 
marine campaign by placing new vessels on the 
Seas faster than they can be gunk. 
Official announcement has been made by the 
British Board of Trade that the great English 
yards will have turned out 4,000,000 tons of new 
bottoms by July, 1918. Japan announces the 
pending construction of 867,000 tons, Canada more 
than 600,000 tons and-the Scandinavian countries, 
France, Spain and Portugal, a million tons. Amer- 
ican figures are not definite, but it has been esti- 
mated that by next summer 2,000,000 tons of 
new ocean freighters would be added by America 
to the world’s mercantile marine. With South 
America and other countries added, a total of ap- 
proximately 9,000,000 tons of new shipping will 
be added during the fiscal year. 
British Admiralty figures state that since the 
inauguration of ruthlessness last ‘February, six 
months ago, 743 ships of all sizes have been sent 
to the bottom, including fishing smacks and sev- 
eral hundred vessels of less than 1600 tons. As- 
suming that the average tonnage of the destroyed 
vessels is 3000 tons, the total tonnage sént to thé 
bottom in six months under the British flag is 
a little over 2,500,000 tons. For a year that would 
be 5,000,000 tons. Adding 2,000,000 more tons for 
the shipping of other countries, we get a total of 
7,000,000 tons, or 2,000,000 tons less than the cer- 
tain output of new ships in the next year. Re- 
cent statistics from Lloyds say that there are at 
present 13,500,000 tons of shipping under the Brit- 
ish flag and a total for the entente of nearly 30,- 
000,000.

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RAISING PUBLIC UTILITY RATES. 
Some 300 Missouri public utilities corporations 
have filed application with the Public Service 
Commission for permission to advance rates for 
water, gas and electricity, It is suggested that 
the needs of the companies are so great that ap- 
praisals should not be undertaken. 
There will be no public objection to the grant- 
ing of such increases where they are unquestion- 
ably just, but a blanket policy:of no appraisals 
would be unsound and might easily become dan- 
gerous. Legitimate profits must be figured in 
relation to actual investment, cost of operation 
and service.. This is above all a time when a 
heavily-burdened public should not be asked to 
pay dividends on fictitious values. 
We are in the throes of an epidemic of price- 
raising, Almost everything is being raised. Even 
wages have been increased in many industries, al- 
though it is doubtful that they are generally keep- 
ing pace with the soaring prices of necessities. 
The war and the world’s chaotic economic con- 
dition are responsible in the main, but there ap- 
pears to be a tendency in some quarters to raise 
simply because the raising is good. The consumer 
rather expects it. 
This very situation demands the utmost vig- 
ilance and circumspection upon the part of offi- 
cials whose duty it is to protect the people from 
extortionate charges. The country has assumed 
its heavy obligations, willingly, cheerfully and pa- 
triotically. It is prepared to make great sacrifices 
for the common good, but it is in no mood to en- 
dure exploitation for anybody’s private gain. 
By all means let any corporation that is trying 
to give adequate public service earn a fair, legiti- 
mate profit. But the burden of proof that a given 
increase is needed must be upon the concern apply- 
ing for it. This is not a time for abandoning ordi- 
nary safeguards, but rather for employing every 
safeguard possible.

AN INSTITUTION TOTTERS. 


No more poignant spectacle is likely to be pro- 
duced by the great war than the passing of that 
chevalier sans peur et sans reproche—the floor- 
walker. Already the house of Marshall Field in 
Chicago has struck at the roots of the institution, 
replacing men with women, and other depart- 


Imagine a woman floorwalker! Of course, she 
will be able to direct one to the kitchen utensils 
or the remnants, but where will she get that 
calm insouciance, that bland sang froid, that 
studied hauteur and that authoritative lift of the 
hand and brow that for more than a century have 
made shopping for women more of an adventure, 
rédolent of English manor houses and knights 
in flower than a mere act of purchasing three 
yards of percale. 

What can the Edna Ferhers and Fanny Hursts 
do with a woman floorwalker? For years the 
male stalked through the pages of human interest, 
an immaculately attired figure, with a permanent 
crease in his trousers, a stationary part in his 
glistening hair and a large diamond in his neck- 
tie, the bete noir of the poor but good shopgir] 
and a foil for her frail, unadorned innocence. 
Fiction has hardly been fair to the floorwalker. 
He is usually a hard-working, honest, domesti- 
cated individual, holding down a job that re- 
quires the omniscience of an information bureau 
and the patience and hardihood of a traffic police- 
man. Perhaps he is glad that the exigencies of 
war will shift him to other lines of work. 
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For the fifth time the capital of Bukowina has 
changed hands.

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TRADING WITH THE ENEMY. 


The next urgent task before Congress is the 
enactment of the trading with the enemy bill. 
This measure, as it is pending in the Senate, is 
of vital importance towards the carrying on of the 
war. Along with food control and the embargo 
on shipping it will give us a new weapon of eco- 
nomic offense and defense. 

Just now, for instance, America is having to 
pay $3000 a pound for a necessary medicine, which 
can be produced for $1 a pound. It is the discov- 


ing it aré covered by patents. The American rep- 
resentatives of the German owners are able to get 
almost any price they see fit to demand, because 
it is the only adequate specific for the disease in 
question and we simply must have it. 

The right of a monoply to withhold from the 
people such a remedy because of the patent laws 
is morally questionable at any time. To withhold 
it under existing conditions is monstrous. 

A clause in the trading with thé enemy bill is 
intended to remedy such cases. It provides that 
patent rights held by enemy aliens can be sus- 
pended for the duration of the war. When these 
indispensable processes can be repréduced in this 
country, the Federal Trade Commission is atithor- 
ized to license tlieir manufacture until peace: has 
been restored and international relatidie resume 
their ordinary course. 

Such an arrangement commends itself to any- 
body’s common sense.

Are we going to let 
any country which cares to go in for building stb- 
marines have enough to drive commerce off the seas 
whenever it is refused something it wants? I don’t 
think so. 

‘*It would not surprise me to see the submarine 
outlawed. If the chain shet and the dum-dum bul- 
let are not considered as belonging to civilized 
warfare, how much less deserving that recognition 
is the submarine, which we have seen so foully and 
terribly employed in the present war? 

‘‘It is not merely that the U-boat can be used to 
the extent the Germans have used it. There is ai 
even greater count against it than what is called 
ruthless submarining. That is the unfair advantage 
given a nation without shipping against enemies 
and neutrals. Even war assumes an equality of ad- 
vantage. It is a principle of civilization older than 
The Hague. That this is not likely to admit the 
U-boat is proven by the present situation, in which 
Germany, without any shipping, is able to torpedo 
indiscriminately the shipping of enemies and neu- 
trals alike. 7 

‘‘That is a dangerous tenet of international law. 
Mexico, a weak country, if she could protect herself 
for awhile from invason, might drive the shipping 
of the United States from the seas with a sub- 
marine fleet. 

‘*The same thing is true of any small country. 
don’t think the world wants that. Not that might is 
right, but that civilization, as the greatest power in 
the world, must assert itself,’’ Mr. Antwine said.

By the Famous Dutch Cartoonist’

caves, he drew pictures upon his walls. 
Later, as homes grew more elaborate, 
he painted his walls with scenes from 
his everyday life. 

Even today we may see, in countries 
of the Old World, wall paintings thou- 
sands of years old, as, for example, in 
Egypt. Wall painting flourished also in 
Greece and Rome, and the tourist visit- 
ing those lands today may see many of 
these frescoes in a good state of preser- 
vation. 

Later on tapestries and printed hang- 
ings were used to cover the walls and 
these were rather more utilitarian; in- 
stead of merely recording the triumpha: 
conquests of Kings and Emperors, al- 
though they may have done that, too, 
they served to keep out the wind and 
the cold from houses not so well built 
always as those of the present day. 
Then finally came paper. 

Paper, it is generally believed, was 
invented in China. As for the earliest 
variety of wall paper, that commonly 
spoken of as scenic, Japan, Persia and 
Egypt all claim it, although the first 
known designs were of Chinese scenes. 

+ -Chinese papers were imported into 
France by Dutch traders as early as the 
end of the seventeenth century. These 
did not come in rolls, as our wall pa- 
pers come today, but in sheets. By the 
middle of the eighteenth century, possi- 
bly a few years later, it became the 
custom to paper whole rooms with this 
China paper, which came in sheets 
measuring perhaps 10 feet one way. and

R tHe WALL 


he is one of those who

| The manufacture of flock papers! 
spread in England and was given up in 
France. Only toward the middle of the 
eighteenth century was the making of 
real colored papers (papiers peints) be- 
gun in France and England. The first 
factory was set up in 1746, but the work 
was not extended further until 1780. 

Wall papers of expensive styles and 
artistic variety were brought to America 
as early as 1735. Before that time, and 
after, clay paint was used by thrifty 
housewives to freshen and clean the 
sooty walls and ceilings, soon blackened 
by the big open fires. 

Those who could not afford to im- 
port papers painted their walls, either 
in one color or stenciled in a simple 
pattern, or paneled, in imitation of 
French papers; each panel with its 
own picture, large or small. 

These attermpts at decoration ranged 
with the taste and skill of the artist, 
from fruit and floral designs and pat- 
terns, copied from India prints and im- 
ported china, to more elaborate and 
often horrible presentments of landscape 
and ‘waterscapes.’ ”’ 

Scenic papers seem to be found chiefly 
in New England, although some were 
used in the South and in other parts of 
the country, too. The scenes depicted 
upon them vary greatly, from represen- 
tations of classic tales, mythology, his- 
tory—ancient, medieval and contempo- 
raneous—the Scriptures, all sorts of 
things, from the adventures of Telema- 
chus, in which Calypso is in one house 
at least, divided into halves by a. win- 
dow, to the first railway locomotive 
which is shown upon the wall paper of 
a house in Salem. Mass. 


Vine-covered ruins were popular deco- 
rative motifs in those days; ‘so were 
Spanish galleons in full sail, gateways

War Breids Becomiig Popular 


N the face of a serious food shortage 
occasioned by the war, American! 
housewives, bakers and hotel chefs 

are discovering that there are many 
satisfactory ways of making bread by 
which a saving of wheat flour can oe 
effected. 

An effort is also being made to check 
America’s wastefulness in the matter 
of food products. Bakers are trying to) 
educate the public to the fact that stale 
bread is as wholesome as fresh bread, 
and in many cases more digestible. 

At present, vast quantities of stale 
loaves are collected periodically from 
the bakeries and sold at a fraction of 
the original price, as a base for stock 
foods. 

With a view to utilizing clean stale 
bread in making new loaves, an organ- 
ization representing leading hotels has 
issued a ‘“‘war-bread’”’ recipe which cal's 
for a thorough soaking of stale bread 
and crusts in water. This base, after 
it has been properly salted, is strained 
through a flour sieve and to it are 
added yeast and enough flour to make 
a very stiff dough. 

A prominent New York hotel has re- 
cently added to its menu a bread con- 
taining rye flour and whole-wheat flour 


in addition to white flour. Another 


method of saving wheat fidur which is =e 
being well received, is to use one part ae 
of cottonseed theal to four, five or six eo 
parts of wheat flour.
